FOREWORD 


I have compiled a record of West Wallsend Bluebells Soccer Club dating from 
1891 to 1990 consisting of performances, main players, goal scoring, 
representative honours and Club highlights of officials and happenings. 

As these records cover a large field of events no doubt there could be some 
mistakes included. If this should be the case I apologise to those affected 
by the errors. 


Most of the information was supplied by Harry Hetherington’s register of the 
Northern Soccer Federation for which I thank him. 


As a Life Member of the Club which I served from 1945 to 1980 I also was able 
to assist in compiling these records. Unfortunately, I was too young to have 
seen the famous Bluebells team in the days of the Gardiner Cup successes as 
well as many other victories they had in the 1920s. It must have been great. 


I did however have the advantage of being able to receive details of these 
wonderful performances from my father who was an official at that time. 


The late Alec Hodge was also an official in that area. He was a Life Member 
of the Bluebells and many a talk I had with him also in regard to this period. 


Clarrie Coutts Snr was another who was ever so interesting to listen to about 
happenings on and off the field. 


No doubt when you see what successes were achieved in this period you will 
agree that it was the Bluebells best ever performances and still stands as the 
Clubs most outstanding achievements. 

Taking events from 1945 no doubt winning the State cup in 45 was a great 
moment for the defeated team was the mighty Metters. While it was a team 
effort, the scoring of 2 goals by George Bush must have been the outstanding 
performance. In not defending the Cup as explained in the records did show 
as to the principle of the Club. In fact the Club was 100% correct in 
demanding a replay on their own ground. 


In 1947 a Minmi boy by the name of Jock Hodge played his first game for the 
Blues. He went on and played for Australia. Another local Junior in Dave Cowie 
also joined the Club and he went on to play for NSW. 


Season 1948 saw a change in goalkeepers - Charlie Baker replaced by Dave Bone 
who must be regarded as one of the best keepers produced in the North as he 
represented at all levels - Northern, NSW and Australia. Colin Johnston, 
father of Craig, joined the Club as a Junior and quickly showed his worth 
playing for the North and NSW in his first year. 


1949s outstanding effort was the scoring of 37 goals by Teddy Baldwin at 
centre forward. Also Westy reverted to the third back game, the last team in 
the North to do so. 


1950 saw the loss of Jock Hodge and Colin Johnston to the Sydney Club Auburn - 
a big loss to the Club. 


1951 George Penman was leading goalscorer with 25 goals - over the years he 
was an outstanding scorer of goals. Kevin (Midget) Lake was selected as a 
right winger for Australia. Player R (Blue) Blackie made his first appearance 
but unfortunately this player’s career came to a very sad end due to an Army 
accident that claimed his life. 


1952 Charlie Atkinson, a local Junior, played his first season which was to 
become a long and successful career for himself and the Club. 


1953 produced another two outstanding juniors in Keith Grant and Jack Foster, 
both played for the North, NSW and Australia. Keith was also considered 
unlucky not to be selected in the Australian Olympic Squad. Tony Underwood 
a tough defender, was selected for NSW. 


1957 Frank Brown and Bill Collins from Wallsend joined the Club. Frank scored 
20 goals as leading scorer. Bill scored 18 goals for the season. Ron (Dukie) 
Cooper along with Arthur Wilson, begun outstanding service to the Club. 


1959 saw Tom Coates, son of the famous Tom Coates, join the Club coming from 
the Navy. He scored 24 goals in his first season. Jim (Murphy) Sneddon 
retired, a player who gave his all particularly as an attacking centre half 
and must have been considered unfortunate not to gain more representative 
honours. 


1962 Ken Kaiser, now a top coach, was the leading goal scorer - 18 goals. Ray 
Parkes joined the Club as a goalkeeper - he will always be remembered not only 
as a good keeper but the way he kept on the 18 yard line. His reading of the 
game however prevented many mishaps by over the head goals. David Ahrens a 
promising Junior signed for the Club. 


1964 Tom Yeates and Kevin Woods travelled from Sydney each week to play with 
the Blues. Tom was a great help to the Juniors with his encouragement and 
ability. 

1965 David Ahrens was selected for Northern NSW against Chelsea. 


1971 Ken Whitmore was the leading goal scorer on 13 goals. 


1972 saw three brothers picked in first grade - Robbie, John and Ken Kaiser. 
This I feel was a first for the Bluebells. 


1973 saw another outstanding Westy Junior in John Sneddon achieving 
representative honours playing against Hitachi Japan. 


1974 Ken James, grandson of Wagga James, made his first representative 
appearance for Northern NSW against Auckland at Macquarie Field. 


1975 after reaching the final, Adamstown defeated them 2 - 1. John Sneddon 
represented Northern NSW against Middlesborough. 


1977 Steve Coutts and John Sneddon selected to tour New Zealand for Northern 
NSW. Steve is the grandson of the famous Clarrie Coutts. 


1980 saw John Sneddon join KB United. Once again on reaching the final Westy 
was defeated by Hamilton Azzurri. However, Kevin Atkinson did score the 
winning goal for the Reserve Grade to win the Grandfinal. 


1981 Hamilton Azzurri did it again beating Westy 2 - 1 in the final. The Under 
19s however were Premiers as well as Grandfinal winners. 


1982 after winning the final, Westy was defeated 2 nil by Weston in the 
Grandfinal. 


1984 was one of the Blue’s outstanding achievements in winning the Club 
Championship. Great effort on behalf of all the players. 


1985 saw the Club win its first grandfinal since 1922. 


1986 - two outstanding efforts by winning the premiership and once again Club 
Championship. 


1987 a disappointing season. 


1988 - Players Dave Wilson, Mike Devon, Brett Porter left the Club to join 
Newcastle Australs. John Russell, a very promising goalkeeper joined the Club. 
John represented Australia in the Under 16s. The Club was Club Champion 
again. Paul Waddingham, a Queenslander, joined the Club. 


1989 - M Ansell and P Waddingham selected to represent Northern New South 
Wales to tour Solomon Islands. Dave Wilson returned to the Club. 


1990 - Was a successful but disappointing season, finishing second to 
Adamstown in the premiership for the third time in the last four years. 
John Russell's saving of a penalty kick in the final against Weston thus 
keeping the team in with a chance, was an outstanding effort. 
Unfortunately, Weston went on to win 2 goals to nil. The Club was once again 
Club Champion making it four times in the last six years. A wonderful effort 
by all concerned.

Wembley is situated down from Wilson Street, West Wallsend almost opposite the 
Museum Hotel. 


The name of Johnson’s park as far as I can gather came from the name of the 
Hotel which was Johnson’s Hotel (now Museum). 


The Bluebells have played all their football at this ground which makes it 100 
years old as well as the Club. 


Caledonian Coal Company was the original owner of the ground which was part 
of the West Wallsend coal mine complex. It was understood that the football 
club had a 99 year lease on the ground but to my knowledge nobody could find 
or had seen such a document. 


With no security as a tenant paying no rent, and with the buildings and fences 
all collapsing, in the early 60s it was decided by the Club to try and 
purchase the ground from Caledonian. At the time Mr Jimmy Curran was the 
Secretary of the Club as well as Secretary of the ALP and Mr Jim Simpson MLA 
was the Minister of Mines in Government. Because of the good work by both of 
these men and the Joint Coal Board who supplied the money, the ground was 
purchased for £350.00. 


As owners it then became a difficult proposition to maintain. A new fence had 
to be erected as cattle were destroying the ground. Members of the Club worked 
hard to perform this deed with money once again from the Coal Board and 
guidance from Ike Claphan, carpenter. 


Then there was the lighting and once again good work was done to secure poles, 
with Paul Walker in charge of lights and wiring. The Supporters Club supplied 
most of the money, and the Club supplied the labour. 


Buildings such as the dressing shed, toilets, shop etc. were all becoming 
problems due to age. Several approaches over the years were made to the 
Minister of Sports, Ken Booth MLA for assistance to re-build these facilities. 
As owners it was pointed out by Ken, that the Club would have to find 50% of 
the money which at the time was impossible to achieve. 


Without this help the buildings deteriorated and expenses such as land and 
water rates became a real problem. 


It was decided to call a meeting of the Club down at the ground on a Sunday 
morning between the President of Lake Macquarie Shire, Mr Pasterfield, Ken 
Booth MLA and committee members in regards to handing the ground over to the 
Council. The result was that a $64,000 recreation shed was built and opened 
on 21 April, 1981. 


On handing over the ground to Mr Caldwell (Shire Town Planner) it was made 
clear to him that at all times the ground must remain a "soccer ground" not 
for 100 years but for ever as home of the Bluebells. 


OUTSTANDING CLUB PERFORMANCES 


2 aii those players who have had the honour of being selected in 
resentative games and in particular those who have worn the Green & Gold 
= Australia we say "well done". Records show the names of these players. 


Other honours that come to mind are Ron (Dukie) Cooper winning the Sydney 
orning Herald best and fairest player in 1963. This was conducted on each 
game with a player receiving 3, 2 or 1 point for the best player judged by a 
representative of the Sydney Herald. 

John Sneddon winning two trips in a best and fairest competition conducted by 
NBN 3 and Newcastle Sun. One was to Norfolk Island and the other was to 
England. 

In 1952 against Weston at Johnson Ground, lst Division Dave Cowie did 
something that I have not seen another player do in any game anywhere - 
playing inside forward he was passed the ball from the kick off and he must 
have beat 4 players before he beat the goalkeeper to score with no other 
player touching the ball - great effort. 


George Bush scored 2 goals in the 1945 State Cup final against Metters - 
ensuring the Club success 2 - l. 


John Russell was selected in the Australian Under 16 squad that played 
overseas in the World Cup series. 


Teddy Baldwin scored 37 goals in one season 1949.

STORY OF JACK (BULLY) HUGHES 


A gift of a pair of football boots to "Bully" when he was down and out started 
him on the road to fame and fortune. 


He scored 817 goals in 362 lst grade matches - played for Australia in 20 
Tests against four different nations. 


Jack (Bully) retired at 32 years of age and was regarded as one of Australia’s 
great players. 


Some critics regarded him as West Wallsend’s most outstanding footballer in 
a time of so many greats such as Podge Maunder, Clarrie Coutts, Bunny Muir 
etc. In 1939 he received an offer from Newcastle to play in England. The offer 
was#2,000 signing on fee, £6 a win, #3 a loss or draw - this he refused. 
One wonders what he would be worth in today’s market. 


Bully learned his soccer the hard way. "Miners" wearing hob-nailed boots at 
training and played a rough tumbled sort of football after their days work. 
Barefooted, he played with them when he was ll. 


He was a menace in the school teams, in fact that’s how he received his 
nickname of "Bully". 


When he was 14 he created what is probably a record. Bully played for Westy’s 
Under 16 team scoring 8 goals in a game. After this match he went straight 
back on the field for the Under 18s scoring 8 goals also. 


He did however start his rise to fame in 1931. International Centre Forward 
"Podge" Maunders dropped out of Westy’s team on the eve of their biggest match 
of the season against Wallsend. Maunder’s withdrawal upset the whole town for 
this local derby game was so important. Bully, aged 16 then, out of work and 
barefooted, was at the training ground when the players were discussing a 
replacement for "Podge". Clarrie Coutts, captain, and an international 
captain, pointed to Bully and said "What about the kid". "Too small and young" 
- others replied - Bully was about 7-1/2 stone. Clarrie replied "If he’s good 
enough, he’s big enough". His remarks carried sufficient weight to gain 
Bully’s selection in the team. 


However, a problem now had arisen for the "Hughes’ family was out of work and 
Bully had no football boots. He turned to his school teacher, Mr Sid Grant, 
who no doubt will be remembered as an outstanding official of the State League 
and journalist. Sid was a great supporter of Bully for he went and bought him 
a pair of football boots. 


Thus the frail 16 year old lad replaced Australia’s greatest player (Podge) 
as leader of the forward line of the most famous Soccer team in State League 
history in a game against Wallsend. 


Within a sensational 15 minutes he had slammed the ball twice into the net. 
He scored another goal in the second half and enabled his team to win 5 - 2. 


The great Podge Maunder played only a few games after that. When Podge did 
play, Bully played inside left, the position he played most of his football 
life. Three years later a Sydney talent scout was after "Bully". 


Mr Bill Douglas from Metters, said to him "I would do anything to get you to 
play for Mettere". Bully replied "OK, if you want me that bad I’11 play for 
Metters provided you find a job for me, my father and brother". Douglas not 
only found jobs for the three of them but also for Bully’s girlfriend (Elvie 
Yeates) later his wife, his sister and her boyfriend. As an added incentive, 
he found a house for the family to live in. 


Thus everybody bar kon, who was only nine at the time, gained employment so 
it was off to Sydney for the Hughes family. Metters got the best out of the 
Hughes as father Ben was Treasurer of the Club for years. Bully continued his 
outstanding performaices for that Club. 


Ben (Junior) made the lst team and became captain of the team. Ron "Coogan" 
became Centre Forward also and went on to represent New South Wales and then 
Australia while playing for Metters. Bully finished his career with Canterbury 
Bankstown at the time of another great, Reg Date. 


While it is over 50 years since Bully and his family left Westy to achieve 
fame in the grand game of Soccer, the name of Hughes still comes up regularly 
when discussing players of note and fame who wore the Blue Shirt of the 
Bluebells. 


Ben and Ron still live in Sydney but nothing delights them more than a visit 
back to the hometown of the Bluebells.

SEASON 1892 


Saw West Wallsend play its first competition match against Adamstown at West 
Wallsend - April 30th. The result was a 2 all draw and a banquet followed in 
"Johnson’s Hotel" with 300 guests. A crowd of 1,200 watched the game.

West Wallsend inflicted the only defeat to Minmi Rangers, 2 - 0, a result that 
set Westy alight with excitement. 


Goal nets were used for the first time in 1892. 


SEASON 1893 


Saw seven entries for the Badge series: Adamstown, Burwood United, Carrington 
Blackwater, Greta Bluebells, Minmi Rangers, Wallsend, West Wallsend. Minmi 
Rangers won the series with an outstanding performance - played 12, won 12, 
goals 42 for and 4 against - 24 points. Their centre forward, Tom Campbell, 
set a new goal scoring record by netting 26 in a season.

Season 1899 saw Westy again winning the Denton Cup 1 - 0 against Adamstown. 
Balgownie defeated Westy 1 - 0 in the semifinal of the Gardiner Cup. 


SEASON 1900 


In 1900 Westy defeated Adamstown 5 - 1 in the final of the Ellis Cup. This 
year was also Westy’s first Gardiner Cup win. Before the coveted trophy landed 
in Westy, the team had to meet Pyrmont Volunteers twice at University Oval. 
The first clash ended in a 3 all draw but the Bluebells showed skill and 
determination to win the replay 4 - 1. The gate netted £55 at 6 pence for 
males - ladies free. 


When the players returned by rail at Cockle Creek, the crowd roared their 
appreciation. Trophies were presented at a Victory Ball.

SEASON 1901 


1901 was a very successful season for the Bluebells defeating Adamstown 3 - 
1 in the Ellis Cup final. It also resulted in a win in the Gardiner Cup final 
defeating Balgownie 4 - 1 after the score was 1 all at half time. The only 
change in the Bluebells team from 1900 was the goalkeeper Burrell being 
replaced by E Palmer.

SEASON 1902 


In 1902 for the Annual Representative match against Sydney the Northern 
selectors nominated the entire West Wallsend Xl and staged the match at Westy. 
It was played on Coronation Day, June 28th and the game was won by Newcastle 
(Westy) 4 - 2. Gate $55.

SEASON 1903 


1903 reverted to District Football. West Wallsend and Young Wallsend were the 
one area. This resulted in two teams, one in first grade with another in third 
grade called Rebels whose colours were black and gold. No Northern team took 
part in the Gardiner Cup. 


SEASON 1904 

Westy qualified for the final of the Ellis Cup but because of a dispute in the 
other semifinal, the final was never played. The representative game North V 
South was played at West Wallsend - North won 5 - 0. Gate 50. 


SEASON 1905 


1905 was a quiet year with the best result being achieved by a 3rd grade 
junior team being defeated 4 - 2 by Merewether B in the final. 


SEASON 1906 
1906 saw Westy with a 2nd and 3rd grade side with no outstanding success. They 


did however have a school team which played in black and gold colours. The 
Gardiner Cup re-commenced but Westy did not nominate. 


SEASON 1907 


On the local scene the senior grade was abandoned and an all-aged competition 
was introduced. Westy was successful in winning 3rd grade Juniors.

The Kerr Cup provided excellent "Soccer" with Balmain Fernleigh the first game 
being a nil all draw. Over 4,000 saw the replay when Westy proved their 
superiority by 3 - 0 - a hat trick to Tom Coates. 


It was during this season that the Bluebells fielded the left combination of 
Tommy Sinclair and Dai McLaughlin which lasted for many years to thrill the 
crowds. They reached the final of the Gardiner Cup but were defeated 3 - 0 by 
Balmain Fernleigh.

SEASON 1923 

Westy finished third in the premiership but was beaten 1 - 0 by Adamstown in 
the semifinal. Once again they won the Gardiner Cup - beating Sydney 1 - 0 
after the first resulted in a 4 all draw. G Ross and T Coates scored 2 each 


in the first game while G Ross scored the winning goal in the replay.

W Maunder also represented Australia in 5th and 6th Tests. Test results - 
Australian won 3, lost 2, 1 draw. 


Westy was given the honour of playing Canada in a mid-week fixture and 
defeated them 3 - l. 


Jack Coutts, H Maunder, W Maunder, L Brown, D McLaughlin represented the North 
against Queensland. 


SEASON 1925 


West Wallsend was undefeated in the Premiership scoring 28 points, however, 
they were defeated 1 - 0 in the semifinal by Cessnock. Cessnock also defeated 
Westy in the semifinal of the Gardiner Cup 2 - 1. 


Players H Maunder, Frank Coolahan, C Coutts and L Brown represented the North 
against a visiting English team. 


W Maunder played for Australia in the 5th Test against England. 


Frank Coolahan represented New South Wales. 


SEASON 1926 


Saw the loss of the Tramway ground but was offset by securing Hobart Park at 
New Lambton. The ground was officially opened by the Mayor of New Lambton 
Alderman G Brown, on the lst May when West Wallsend played Kurri. 


West Wallsend won the premiership scoring 32 points. However, they were 
defeated in the final by Cessnock 1 - 0 before a crowd of 6126.

Brown, C James, E Richardson, D Kaiser, D McLaughlin. They also won the Ellis 
Cup but were defeated in the final of the Kerr Cup by Adamstown 5 - 0.

West Wallsend won the Stevenson Cup beating Kurri in a reply 7 - 3 after a 3 
all draw. 


The highlight of the season was winning the Gardiner Cup by defeating 
Adamstown 2 - 1. The game was played at Hobart Park with a¥300 gate. Injuries 
kept rival centre forwards W Maunder and G Russell in the grandstand.

SEASON 1927 


Started the rumblings of discontent when Clubs became dissatisfied at the 
division of gates. Clubs held a meeting and Mr Bill Beaney was elected 
Secretary of a movement called "State League". While discussions were held the 
season continued as normal. 


Westy ran second to Cessnock in the premiership and was defeated by that team 
3 - 1 in the semifinal. In the Kerr Cup the final was played at Hobart Park 
and resulted in a 3 all draw. The replay was ordered to be played at Weston 
but Westy failed to raise a team and Cessnock received the Cup. 


Frank Coolahan and Clarrie Coutts represented against China and 
Czechoslavakia. 
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SEASON 1928 


Saw a breakaway by some Clubs to "State League", West Wallsend decided to stay 
loyal to NSW Soccer Football Association. State League had a combination of 
Northern and Southern teams and consisted of 11 Clubs. West Wallsend lost many 
of its top players due to the split and had an ordinary season being defeated 
by Thirroul in the semifinal of the Gardiner Cup and Adamstown in the final 
of the Ellis Cup 3 - 1. Also New Lambton won the semifinal of the premiership 
4 - 2 from Westy. 


Frank Coolahan was selected as a utility player to tour Dutch East Indies. W 
& H Maunder, C Coutts, C James had left and signed for Kurri. 


SEASON 1929 


The State League increased from 11 to 14 with Adamstown from the North joining 
the ranks. It was obvious that they now had control of soccer both in the 
South and North. Once again this had an inroad on West Wallsend’s players, 
infact to the stage that West Wallsend did not enter a senior team in the NSW 
Association.

They were Australian-born. It is significent that every 
member of this N.S.W. team, end all but two of the 
Queensland team were born: in Australia. The cessation 
of immigration has given the young Australians their 
chance, and Young Australia will not fail when the time 
comes to meet England sgain on the soccer football 
field. 


Queensland will find N.S.W. more difficult to defeat 
next Saturday; but with Clarrie Coutts still there to 
watch, to scheme and to advise, another victory is, not 
beyond the bounds of possibility.

(pitches, Such grounds are 


the greatest leveller in the 
game since the inferior 
side without the arts and 
crafts of the game can up- 
set a side which wants to 
play soccer where it should 
be played - on the ground. 

The article continued: 
“Clubs must realise that 
much of coaching’s instr- 
uction is lost unless the 
players have a well turfed 
and even playing pitch on 
which to practice and 
should make as one of 
their prime aims the acquis- 
ion of a playing area 
which will eliminate the 
hazards which spoil too 
many games.” 

That still stands - more 
so, in fact, than ever be- 
fore. 

Tt’s true that we won't 
have the type of soccer we 
all want to see till grounds 
improve, because it is a 
fact that good play goes 
with good playing pitches. 

Grounds need more rol- 
ling than they now receive. 
Some are never rolled and 
the chance of them coming 
tip-top playing pitches is 
hopeless. 


FIRST ESSENTIAL 

Clubs must do something 
towards providing a level, 
well-grassed area for next 
season so that quality foot- 
ball can be played ‘and to 
ensure that a quality play- 
er is not bereft of his skill 
by bumps and hollows. 

(Not even Stanley Mat- 
thews or Ferenc Puskas 
could be expected to play 
good football on some of 
the atrocious pitches on 
which we expect our play- 
ers to improve. 

In the issue of May 26, 
the headline was “Refer- 
eeing in the North in Need 
of Uplift.” 

This is what, in part, we 
wrote: “The standard of 
refereeing is one of the 
most discussed phases of 
Northern soccer at the mo- 
ment. 

‘That it is not as high as 
is desired is undoubted and, 
since the standard of the 
game depends to a largo 
extent on the standard of 
refereeing, the point is a 
moot one. 

Take away three of four 
Teferees from the Northern 
panel and few remain who 
can reach the level of ef- 
ficiency spectators expect 
and have the right to ex- 
pect. 

A referee can make or 
mar a match.” 

Tt_was suggested that the 
Northern League committee 
should be provided with a 


list_of referees, graded by 
their own association, and 
should make the appoint- 
ments. That is a matter to 
which the North League 
could devote some time 
during the close season. It 
is a most necessary step, 

We have, during the sea- 
son advocated the return of, 
intercity football in some 
form, but the Federation 
of Soccer Clubs has resol- 
utely rejected such suggest- 
ions. Why, it is difficult 
to understand and is 2 re- 
markably short-sighted pol- 
icy. But there seems to be 
@ change of opinion, 
only slight admittedly, in 
some Sydney Soccer quart- 
ers and perhaps something 
will be done for the next 
season. 


MORE PRUNING 


‘We have also constantly 
advocated a reduction in 
the number of teams in the 
Northern League First Div- 
ision and while, in 1961, 
Merewether and  Charles- 
town United will play in 
the Second Division, the 
need is for a further prun- 
ing. 

Tt is evident that the 
time is fast approaching’ 
when only eight teams will 
be needed in the top div- 
ision. That leads to the 
necessity of forming a 
strong Second Division and 
then a Third Division, with 
promotion and relegation a 
natural sequel. 

We have advocated all 
these things in various art- 
icles and firmly believe in 
the soundness of the idea. 

On the matter of releg- 
ation of Merewether and 
Charlestown United we said 
“Tt is unfortunate that old 
friends, as we were, must 
go but it is essential for 
the good of the code in 
general that they do. 

Their turn will come 
again and some of the so- 
called top teams will surely 
have their days in the low- 
er grades. The writing is 
on the wall for some of 
them and it's very plain 
to see. 


We have also consistent- 
ly advocated the introduct- 
ion of an under 19 comp- 
etition to be followed by 
under 20 and under 21 
competitions to replace the 
present Alliance League 
and believe that to be a 
necessary part of the 
North’s soccer development. 

Tt is another suggestion 
the Northern League 
should examine during the 
summer months.
